I N the year 1695 our Author published his Pharmacolo* 
gia fen Manuduttio ad Materiam Medicam , of which an 
Account was, given in thefe Tranfa&iont, ( viz. ) N. 204; 
pag. 929* After the publifhing of which, he obferved 
an Increafe of the Materia Medica, many Medicinal Sim-* 
pies being ufed in the Shops, and likewife he met with 
feveral Books relating thereto, which either were not 
then publifhed, or had not come to his knowledge be¬ 
fore. And our Author having alfo received advice from 
divers Ingenious perfons, who had travelled into Foreign 
Countries, that his aforefaid Book was well received, not 
only in France and Holland, but likewife in Italy and the 
remoter parts of Germany, made him think a Supplement 
neceflary to render it- more ufeful to other Countries: 
And becaufe it has extended its progrefs to the Neigh¬ 
bourhood of Greece , that ancient Fountain of Learning, 
he concluded, that it would not be {improper to add out 
of Diofcorides and the Foreign Difpenfat-ories, all thofe 
things which he had omitted publishing : And that in a 
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Book by themfelves, without ftaying for the reprinting of 
the former Book. 

Our Author had made a confiderable Progrefs in his 
ddign , when he received advice that Monfieur Tourne- 
fort was, by the French Rings Order, gone into Greece 
and rhe adjacent I Hands, in fearch of Plants, efpecially 
rhofe. of Diofcorides 3 this occafioned him to flop 
the profecution of his Work for forae years, in hopes 
that great and accurate Botanift would upon bis return 
gratiiic the Curious with his Difcoveries of the true and 
genuine Plants of the Ancient Grecians^ which had per- 
pkxt the Herbarifts of our late Ages. 

In this Supplement our Author took care to fet the 
Materia Medica of Diofcorides in a clear light • and for 
that end confulted all the Authors that he Could meet 
with upon that fubjed, keeping as clofe as he could to 
his Text, in which he chiefly adhered to the Tranflation 
and Commentary of Matthiolm . And becanfe in this 
performance he travelled in an untrodden path , 
knowing of no precedent in any Language, he there¬ 
fore confulted both the Dead and Living, (i. e. ) not 
only Books, but many Perfons of Ingenuity and Learn¬ 
ing. The nature of the Work requiring the Virtues of 
each Simple to be annext, and the defign of rhe Book 
requiring Brevity, he cbofe to tranferibe them from Au¬ 
thors, which had already contra&ed to his hand 3 but at 
the fame time, to avoid the Imputation of 'PLgiarifa, he 
at the end of every Tranfcription inferred the Name of 
the respective Amber : Nor did he chink it any diferedit 
to him, that he had the aitilbtnre of others, bur rather a 
Glory, and therefore doth rLuoue 1 v e Work acknow¬ 
ledge the Perfons he had advice bo- - v

feifV In o r. fii ti Hook, of which, our Author in the Chap¬ 
ter of V/a> ers takes notice, that Cold Baths were in ufe 
ariiong the Ancients in the Cure of many Difeafes, and 
that thc,y are commended by divers Learned Phyiicians, 
^nd eipe^iaily by. Sir jf ohn Floyer , Kt, and DrBaynard $• 
the firu ct ' which, in. his Excellent yvxywU , hath e- 
fiumtrared the leveral forts of Cold-Baths, and the many 
Cures perterm’d by them. He likewife takes notice of 
the 4 ivet? ways of making Salt from Sea-Watery firft by in- 
folatibiy$nly,, as Bay Salt, the Sea-Water being in hot 
Countries grained in Pans called Salt-Marjhes ^ adly, part¬ 
ly by the Sun, and partly by Fire, as Port-Sea-Salt at 
i.immngton. in. Bampjbire y gdly, by Boyling only, as Netv- 
faJMje; and Scotch' Salt,. To thefe he adds the manner of 
tnalyng Salt from Sea-Sand in Lanpqjhire and other..places^ 
and likewife oHferves, that both Speed and Camden did 
take notice of the Evaporation of Sea Water into Salt, by 
the Sun, in the hollows of certain Stones in the Bilhoprick 
of Durham. 

In the Chapter of Mineral Waters, he takes notice of 
their feveral divifions and forts made by his Neighbour 
A£r Allen , in his Book of the Chalybeat and Purging Wa¬ 
ters England. And in the Chapter of Salts, befides 
maiiy Curious Notes concerning the Cryftals of Salt, Sal- 
Gem, Niter , Mum-, and Vitriol excerpted from the Exereita <*• 
it ones cle Foxtibm- Medicatis Anglia, of liis Learned Friend 
Dr Martin I^ijley? 5 he, takes notice of ,a fort of Salt made 
at Malden iaJcalled Salt upon Salt, by the diffolving 
Rock, -Sd/tfoundin Chefyire, in Sea Water, 

In the Chapter of Stones , our Author obferves, that 
the Adarce of Dr Plot is nothing but an Incruftation, od- 
cafioned upon the mixing a Chalybeat Water pear its 
fourfe with another from a grave)ly v f<^f, which by dilu¬ 
ting, the fiat, caufes the precipitation* 
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In the id Book our Author (hews that the Pace Sens- 
pit , or Golden Mofs, of Lr Greta, fo celebrated in an 
Bamcptyfis, is only the Down of the Root of a fort ci 
Fern, growing in Tartary or China $ which Root he con¬ 
jectures to be the Agnus Scythicm , of which Authors 
write fo many Fabulous Stories. He ennumeratts the 
many Controversies among Botanick Authors about 
Wormfeed, concluding it to be the Seed of a fort of 
Wormwood^’ The famous Cylonian That against Deafnefs, 
of Mr Marlofo , he affirms to be a fort of Mint $ Ipecacu¬ 
anha to be the Root of an American Herb, near a kind 
to the Herb a Park: Anifum Judicum to be the Seed- 
Veflel of a fort of Fraxittella, The Star of the Earth, 
(fo call’d,) in a famous B.eceipt againft the biting of 
Mad-Dogs, he proves to be the Coronepus, and not the 
Sefamoides Salamanticum Magnum, which fome miftake it 
for. Sosa, of which Ketchup is made, is the Seed of an 
Indian Phafeolus 5 as Angola Seeds are thole of an A hr us, 
and RuJJ/a Seed of the Gramen Mann#. Salep, Caffum- 
tminiar and Dart wort, are 3 Roots y the fir A: of a fort of 
Orchis, the fecond of a Species of Galanga, and the laft 
of an Indian Reed, 

In the Dendrology our Author demonftrates PelmOyl 
to be made of the Fruit of an African Palm-tret : Mai- 
diva, and Malabar-Nuts to be like wife the Fruits of two 
.Indian Palms, as Sagoe is the feces of the Pitch of ano^ 
ther Palm granulated. He obferves the various forts of 
Dragons Blood now to be found in the Shops $ and gives 
a farther account of the Tree which yields the famous 
Peruvian Bark. He acquaints^ us what Trees or Shrubs 
they are which do produce the Simples pubhfhed by the 
late Mr Marlow, under the feigned titles of Virginia and 
Molucca Nuts, Bengala Beans and Bermudas Berries, Cafe- 
fina, an d Perygua. The Fab a Saudi Jgntfi) he proves to 
be a fort of Nhx Vomica » 
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In the third and I aft Book, ouf Author 7!* ci> fume 
farther account of the Cochtnel% p'orne^ u ;o be of ani¬ 
mal production, and that it is not any of Englifh L&dy- 
cott t as fome have affirm’d : The Glojfopetra ht believes 
to be the petrified Teeth of Sharks. Concerning the 
SerpentineJione, he takes notice of the difference in 
Authors about it, viz. whether it is a Natural or Ar¬ 
tificial produ&ion, and whether it bath the Vi tue to 
expel Poifon in Venemous bites or not } He enume¬ 
rates the fevgral afTertions of the Learned pro & con , 
quoting divers of their Experiments, and at laft con¬ 
cludes, that both Natural and Artificial are to be met 
with, and that the different operations muft arife from 
thence. Pedro del forco onr Author affirms to be only 
ait JEgagropila foupd in the Stomach of a Porcupine. To 
thefe he adds fome Obfervations taken from F. Camilli 
his Papers, not only concerning this Stone, but likewife 
Bezoars. The whole Book abounds with many Curious 
Obfervations, for the farther diiucidation of the Mate¬ 
ria Medic a, which we recommend to the perufaf of the 
Curious;
